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GOVERNMENT. WILL 
SUPERVISE FRUIT 
FLY QUARANTINE 


National Guardsmen Will Be 
Relieved of Duty Within 
Next Ten Days, It Is An- 
nounced. 60 Men For Pa- 
trol Duty on Border. 


DOTHAN, Aia., June 38,—Na- 
tional guardsmen on duty at the 
state line to enforce the fruit fly 
quarantine will be relieved within 
the next ten days when the feder- 
al government will supervise the 
work and civilian guards substi- 
tuted, according to Captain John 
Griffin, who has been direeting op- 
erations on the border for the past 
few wecks. 

More rigid rules will be adopted 
for the enforcement of the quar- 
antine, Captain Griffin believes af- 
ter the federal authorities take 
charge. According to plans men- 
tioned to him, it is the intention of 
the officals to search every car 
thoroughly that attempts to cross 
the line, even going so far as to in- 
spect baggage and other cargoes. 

The border patrol will be aug- 
mented by several guards, all ci- 
vilians, and Captain Griffin states 
that approximately 60 men will be 
employed in this district. Able- 
bodied men between the ages of 
22 and 85 who are desirous of en- 
tering this service may make ap- 
plication to Captain Griffin. He 
requests that they mention their 
age, weight, ete., in writing, in or- 
der that he might submit the nec- 
ssary data to the proper authori- 
ties. 


The government’s program in 
suppressing the migration of the 
fruit fly is expected to continue for 
a period of several years and may 
extend to states other than Geor- 
gia, Florida and Alabama, Wash- 
ington bulletins intimate.

of 1927, and goes to the State for 
road purposes.

DOTHAN, Ala,, June 
negro woman is dead, 
woman suffered the loss of an arm 
and four negro women received 
cuts and bruises in automobile ac- 
cidents in the Wiregrass section 
over the week-end, according to in- 
formation obtained here today. 
Three Dothan citizens escaped ser- 
ious injuries Sunday morning in an 
accident near Caryville, Florida, 
The trio suffered painful cuts and 
bruises. 

Mrs. Thelma Creel, who lives a- 
bout 12 miles north of Abbeville, 
is in a local hospital recovering 
from an operation in which her left 
arm was amputated above the el- 
bow as a result of an automobile 
accident Sunday about 10 a.m. 

Dewey Warren, driver of the 
car, was not seriously hurt. Mrs. 
Creel said that Warren had been 
drinking and lost control of the 
ear, It turned turtle in a ditch on 
the Abbeville-Eufaula highway, 
near Richards Cross Roads. 

She was carried to Dothan by a 
man named Carrol of Abbeville 
and her arm, which was badly man- 
giled, was amputated yesterday. She 
also sustained a cut on the fore- 
head. 

The negro woman who met death 
in the Sunday accidents was in-an 
auto with four other negro women 
and one negro man when the car 
wrecked at Big Creek Sunday af- 
ternoon. The man escaped with on- 
ly minor injuries while four of the 
women suffered severe cuts and 
bruises, 

Carrie Warren, 18, of Enter-

Model A Fords 
Swept On To Victory 


Under conditions difficult 
than those which confronted Jof 
fre’s immortal “taxicab army” in 
its frnatic dash to the Marne in 
1914, Model A. Fords to 
Victory in a specially arranged con 
test based war 
staged by the military first aid se- 
ction of the General Finnish Au- 
tomobile Association. 

Competing against 14 different 
makes of automobiles manufac- 
tured in the United States and one 
Italian-made car, the sturdy Fords 
captured 18 out of 29 prizes, Ten 
of the fourteen “honor prizes” 
went to the Fords. Every Ford 
which entered the contest finished 
the 400 kilometer route, - One was 
driven by a woman, 

The purpose of the Finnish Au- 
tomobile Association is to promote 
all-around driving training of its 
members in order that they may 
be able to take an active part in 
war maneuvers in a sudden emer- 
gency. Drivers received instruc- 
tions regarding the route, parking 
places, and average speed required 
two minutes before the start of 
the race. No restrictions were 
placed on the size of the car or 
cylinder volume, which brought 
the Fords into competition with 
the more expensive and larger 
cars, 

The race started from Helsing- 
fors, and the cars were started at 
intervals of a few minutes in dif- 
ferent directiorts. “Control Sta- 
tions’ were located at various 
points along the course to check 
the speed and other resuirements.

Coccidiosis 


Now is the time of year whén 
coccidiosis in young chicken is 
most common. Late hatches seem 
especially susceptible. Losses are 
often heavy. 

Poultrymen should guard against 
this disease by keeping the house 
and yards dry, clean and sanitary. 
Do not allow water to puddle in 
the yards. Keep the floor of the 


brooder house dry at all times, 
Feed plenty of green feed with 
buttermilk. Provide plenty of 


ventilation and do not crowd your 
chicks. 

Chicks from 4 to 8 weeks old! 
are at the dangerous age. The dis- 
ease develops rapidly and no symp-| 
toms may have been noticed until 
the chicks begin to die. Affected 
chicks will show weakness, ruffled 
feathers, drooping wings, and usu- 
ally a bloody diarrhea. 

As soon as the disease appears 
steps should be taken at once to 
check it. Clean and disinfect the 
house thoroughly. Use only a} 
light layer of litter and clean out 
every other day. 


Use one level’ teaspoonful of 
powdered catechu to each three 
gallons of drinking water. This 


cannot be depended upon as a cure, 
but it seems to have some value, 
Buttermilk is the best remedy, ci- 
ther in dried, condensed or liquid 
form. Add 40 pounds of dried 
buttermilk to every 60 pounds of 
starting or growing mash. If the 
mash you are using contains some 
milk, add enough to make 40 per 
cent. Feed this 40 per cent but 
termilk mash for a period of five 
days without grain. After that 
feed grain as usual with the mash. 
Discontinue or reduce the amount 
of buttermilk after 
been checked.

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POISONING BOLL WEE- | 
VIL PAYS, TESTS SHOW 


I have just returned from a trip 
to Dallas, ‘Texas, and there 
I went to DeLeon, 150 miles west 
of Dallas, in a car, It rained the 
first five days | was there and as 
hard rains as we had in the early 
spring here, These rains flooded 
the towns and country, washing 
away a lot of good soil and other- 
damaging the small 
Their crops are late and in most 
cases in the grass. I was greatly 
pleased to see the progress of the 
crops in Coffee County, The pros- 
pects for a good crop are the best 
in Coffee County of any place [ 
saw while away, 


from 


wise crops. 


But however good the prospects 
may be now, it will amount to very 
little at the end of the year unless 
the farmers of Coffee County go 
into this boll weevil fight in ear- 
nest and fight them out, because 
they are here in abundance to be- 
gin with this year, and unless you 
poison are liable to make a clean 
sweep of this crop. 

Some people STILL do not be- 
lieve they ean be controlled with 
poison, Let me give the figures 
for the five years average and you 
be your own judge. In three dif- 
frent parts of the state where boll 
weevil poison test work was car- 
ried on, poisoning gave an aver- 
age inereased yield of 284 pounds 
of seed cotton per acre more than 
where no poison was used, all oth- 
er conditions being the same. Fig- 
ure this at 7 cents per pound, you 
will have $19.88 worth of cotton 
by of poison, provided you 
have a possibility of making half 
a bale or more per acre if you had 
no weevils to bother it. Poor land 
poorly fertilized, of course, pays 
less to poison and pays less for the 
work it requires to cultivate it, as 
to that. 

If you mean to poison, arrange 
for the calcium arsenate at once, 
as vight now for the next 40 to 60 
days is when you will make cotton 
if you make any, and now is the 
time to poison if you have boll 
weevils in your cotton. This poi- 
son can be had for $7.00 per 100 
pounds, so see me or write telling 
your needs, accompanied with a 
check for the amount, and T will 
get it for you in a very few days. 
Please do “not wait until the day 
you want to use it, as it has to be 
ordered and will require 4 or 5 
days to get it.
